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HOUSING 

N his presidential address to the recent annual 
_ conference of the Union of Building 
Trade Workers, Mr. Fawcett anticipated 


a orca atte ar Pape of the “mean, ugly 
rubbishy house-building of recent years.” Amongst 
other observations we read that: “ Families have 
been induced to leave the Sodom and Gomorrah of 
slumdom to enter a wilderness of inconvenience and 
depression on the new housing estates. Many of these 
estates are as dreary in their way as the slums and 
— rs in theirs.” And again, “Much of 
new pri enterprise building we would like to 
forget. It makes one shudder.” 
These observations—sent to us by a correspondent— 
are, of course, very typical of the age, and are, in their 
i , @ familiar form of propaganda. The 
important matter is to determine their true value. 
— comparison of what we have known as slums, 
the new housing estates, must not only take into 
account the views of social reformers, who may or may 
not be right in their theories, but the even more im- 
portant fact that war housing, whether as a State 
or municipal responsibility, has been a severe burden 
upon the taxpayer. Any dislike, therefore, that the 
ted Union may have to a development out 
of which they have profited is no greater than that of 
many who have paid the bill and have not profited. 
We confess we are unable to understand or appreciate 
these criticisms. Much more ought to have been 
said, or much less. Not only, it is to be noted, is criticism 
directed against post-war housing schemes under- 
taken by Governments and local authorities, but against 
houses built by private enterprise. Jerry-building, 
we are told, is rampant all over the land, “as an enor- 
mous number of house purchasers know to their cost.” 
While we can understand that no one connected 
with the art of building can have either pleasure or 
pride in producing “mean, ugly and rubbishy house- 
building,” we have the uneasy feeling that we have 
not been given possession of all the facts, or the whole 
truth. No indication is given of the causes of all these 
evils, and we wonder if it is suggested that the remedy 
lies in higher costs, or prices, for better workmanship 
and material. If so, why not state this directly, to 
enable us to assess the true value of this criticism ? 
The allocation of blame seems to have presented fewer 
difficulties, and evidently we must not assume that 
builders are directly responsible for private enterprise 
building commonly known as speculative building. 
This assumption we gather from the criticism of private 
enterprise building and the statement that an enor- 
mous number of house purchasers have made bad 
bargains. It is easy, of course, to be cynical about 
these matters of the innocent and the guilty, the disgust 
of the building trade, and its sympathy for the poor 
house-purchaser. Nevertheless, it must be admitted 
that there is something to be said for the views of our 
t who believes that we would not have 
had this tirade before the war when a large proportion 
of houses were built and owned by speculative builders. 
Probably the modern expression “ private enterprise ” 
has a tendency to cloud the position. Even so, we 
realise that recriminations of this nature do not help 
us in our attempt to understand these criticisms. 
Post-war housing schemes undertaken by Govern- 
ments and local authorities offer an easy target, and 
it is open to anyone to say that some of the houses are 
mean and . But in any serious form of criticism 
it must be admitted that they are infinitely better in 
many ways and are less objectionable than the housing 
efforts of previous ions. There is no need here 
to go into the history of post-war housing; nor need 
we discuss at length the a conditions. Houses

ment funds are public funds from the 
taxpayer, and whatever our views upon 
be, we cannot in fairness deny his right to insist that 
housing costs should be kept down to the minimum. 
If, therefore, the result is ugly and rubbishy sow 
and these conclusions are, to say the least, dou 

the point arises in assessing architectural values whether, 
as our correspondent asks, the critics are worrying 
about the taxpayer or themselves. If this appears 
to be an ungenerous thought, we bear in mind that we 
cannot dismiss lightly criticisms upon appearances and 
quality when no remedy is . We are leit 
to conclude that the houses ought to have been better, 
and if we are to assume that this really means more 
money from the taxpayer to the building trade, we are 
not impressed with the esthetic criticism or the altruism. 

On the questions of quality and e ich 
are really one—we are on debatable ground. Dozens 
of opinions have been offered about the comparative 
cost and value of houses to-day, without being con- 
vincing about pre-war and post-war qualities of materials. 
To the public, the only known factor is the increased 
rates of wages, and while we offer no opinion about 
that we have to record the obvious fact that where 
labour costs are high, the natural tendency has been 
to attempt to economise with less expensive materials. 
To a certain extent quality must suffer, and durability 
may be less. The desire to build beautifully deserves 
nothing but praise, but we beg the whole question if 
we overlook the fact that a large proportion of house 
owners are compelled by circumstances to buy new 
houses built. by others who have tried to anticipate the 
purchasers’ needs and the extent of their pockets. 
Very few architects have escaped the difficult position 
of compromising with quality and present-day building 
costs. It is a position that requires sympathy and 
understanding rather than severe criticism. 

The increasing tendency to find substitutes, or leas 
expensive materials, can be understood, and, apart 
from questions of quality and appearance, we doubt 
whether anyone should lay down hard and fast rules 
about durability—which is an individual and personal 
matter. Thinking along these lines, we might infer 
from the sympathy of the President of the Amalga- 
mated Union that house purchasers, had not got 
value for their money, Probably he did not mean 
that, but at least there is no ss either to appreciate 
the inexpensive article that may be good value for the 
money, or to understand its significance in the lives 
of the people. We are inclined to believe that the 
public knows a great deal more about the meaning 
of value for money than these criticisms would imply. 
For instance, it has seen the cost of motor-cars ‘re- 
duced by 50 per cent. in ten years, along with a re- 
markable increase in efficiency. We do not 
that the building industry, from the nature of its work, 


can present the public with similar advantages in its 

houses; we merely illustrate a modern development 

that has endeavoured to meet its public and given a real 
to inexpensiveness and value for money. 

No one need regret that the Amalgamated Union 

should criticise “mean, ugly and rubbishy house- 

building,” but we would like to see this criticism taking 


a constructive form and a broader outlook. In short, 
we would like to see the industry proving that the 
criticism is misdirected by proving that the inexpensive 
house is not only well worth ite price, but the 
industry’s best efforts to meet the needs of the times.

A§ 
he says :—‘ Why not signs for wayside 
cafés? Petrol stations too might well 
be enlivened by distinguishing signs 
and so relieve the monotony of the 
Shell of Surety and the Hand of 
Power which recur with such unfailing 
regularity. An artistic revival of the 
shop sign is long overdue and would 
do much to brighten our town streets. 
It is difficult for us to visualise what 
a gay scene London streets must have 
presented when each shop was dis- 
tinguished by its painted sign in the 
days before the numbering of houses 
rendered the signboard obsolete. How 
few of these trade emblems are left 
to us to-day!”

Housing dent of the Amalgamated 
Estates. Union of Building Trade 
Workers when he says 

that “ Little thought has been given 
to the need for shops, schools, cinemas, 
public halls, playing fields and so on,” 
in the new housing estates. Many of 
our readers, we feel sure, will disagree 
entirely with this criticism, which 
seems to us to be unnecessary. It 
raises at once in our minds the tu 
quoque: when the majority of 
houses were built in pre-war days by 
speculative builders, was there ever any 
consideration allowed, other than the 
maximum number of houses that could 
be crowded on an area of land? We 
feel it is only just to those who have 
worked hard for their housing ideals 
to state that they have given much 
thought and attention to these matters 
which are now subjected to criticism.

THE pessimistic view 
which - is sometimes 
expressed, that the 
general public cannot 
be interested in archi- 
tecture, finds contradiction in the 
case of Buckfast Abbey, South Devon, 
which has been in process of re- 
building since 1906. Every year 
thousands of people visit the Abbey, 
and during the holiday season it is 
the normal thing to find the precincts 
literally packed with motor cars and 
coaches, and the Abbey and its adjacent 
buildings crowded with visitors. This 
year a correspondent, who sends us 
the accompanying snapshot, informs 
us that the crowds have been greater 
than ever, and on the day of his visit 
free movement within the building 
was an impossibility. The extra- 
ordinary interest manifested in this 
building is, no doubt, largely due to 
the romantic nature of the under- 
taking. It was in 1882 that a com- 
munity of Benedictine monks acquired 
the site and what remained of the 
once rich and powerful Abbey of 
Buckfast, which was founded in Saxon 
times and passed into the hands of 


Buckfast 
Abbey.

the Cistercians, by whom it was rebuilt 
in the twelfth century. The Abbey 
was surrendered to the Royal Com- 
missioners in 1539, and although 
inhabited for some time after, it 
eventually fell into ruin and decay 
and became a stone quarry for the 
countryside. The work of rebuilding, 
which has been carried out entirely 
by the monks themselves under the 
direction of Messrs. F. A. Walters & 
Son, is now almost complete. As will 
be seen from the snapshot, the tower 
itself, the last part of the work to 
be put in hand, is well on towards 
completion. Local limestone is used 
for the exterior, with Ham Hill stone 
for windows and other freestone work, 
and Bath stone for the interior. 
Working drawings and plans of the 
building were given in oar issue for 
March 24, 1922, and exterior and 
interior photographs in our issue for 
Apri] 26, 1932.

Emptoyment during July 

Building remained good on the 
Progress. whole, states the current 
issue of the Ministry of 

Labour Gazette. It showed a 
further slight decline among painters, 
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but little change among other occupa- 
tions. In all divisions and with all 
occupations (except bricklayers) it was 
better than in July, 1935. As regards 
individual occupations, employment 
was very good with bricklayers, and 
good for the time of year with other 
classes of skilled operatives, except 
painters and slaters, with whom it was 
fair; in some areas a shortage of 
skilled men was reported. With 
labourers, etc., employment remained 
slack. At July 20, 12 per cent. of in- 
sured workpeople were unemployed, 
an increase of 8 per cent. over the pre- 
vious month’s figure, but 2.3 per cent. 
better than twelve months previously. 
Returns as to the estimated cost of 
buildings for which plans were ap- 
proved during July have been received 
from 140 local authorities (representing 
towns with a total population of 
17,218,000 in 1931). These returns 
show that in July, 1936, plans were 
passed for buildings with an estimated 
cost of £10,532,600, as compared 
with £10,005,200 in July, 1935. The 
Northern Counties (with an increase 
of 95.4 per cent.) ; Yorkshire (43.2 per 
cent.) ; S.W. Counties (24.4 per cent.), 
and Wales and Monmouth (69.8 per 
cent.) showed considerable advance 
over the figures for July, 1935.

New Lighting Scheme for Birmingham. 
Nearly £100,000 is to be spent on improving 
the lighting of Birmingham’s main traffic 
thoroughfares. The scheme ultimately in- 
volves the provision of nearly 4,000 mercury 
va discharge lamps, and affects nearly 
200 miles of roads in the city—a ~ ges oe of 
Birmingham's total road mileage. To obviate 
the danger arising from turning out of a 
brilliantly illuminated road into one where 
a much lower standard of illumination is in 
nse, the City Council will employ “ graded ”’ 
illumination for the first hundred yards 
along all roads leading from main routes. 


A Building Trade Forecast. 

The “F.B.I. Business Barometer,” a 
review of trade conditions and prospects, 
makes the following trade forecast for the 
next quarter : “‘ There is no change to report. 
The estic boom shows no sign of imme- 
diate abatement. Building and construction, 
assisted by steadily expanding orders on re- 
armament account, continue to provide the 
main impulse to activity. This, it is true, 
is a precarious foundation, but for the time 
being any decline in house-building is likely 
to be offset by activity in factory and work- 
shop construction. It is still unwise to fore- 
cast for more than a few months ahead.”

A Fourteenth-century Church, Dartmouth. 
The fine rood screen of the fourteenth- 
century church of St. Saviour, Dartmouth, 
has been attacked, it is reported, by the 
death-watch and furniture beetles. The 
screen, which is of oak and an outstanding 
example of ithe art of the craftsmen of that 
time, is elaborately carved, adorned with 
figures of saints and doctors of the church, 
magnificently painted and gilded, and sur- 
mounted with exquisitely wrought fan 
tracery. It is believed that a special spray- 
ing treatment has stopped present ravages, 
but by order of the parochial church council 
the entire woodwork of the church is in 
future to be minutely inspected each spring. 


Fire-proofing of Timber. 

Speaking at the annual general meeting of 
the Timber Development Association at the 
London Chamber of Commerce, Cannon- 
street, recently, Mr. E. H. B. Boulton, 
technical director of the association, said that 
the Forest Products Research Laboratory at 
Princes Risborough was at present carrying 
out tests on behalf of the Timber Develop- 
ment Association in regard to the fire-proofing 
of timber, and he was hopeful that when they 
were completed the association would be able 
to announce a satisfactory process of fire- 
proofing at one-sixth to one-eighth of present 
costs.. Not only would the treatment greatly 
increase the resistance of wood to fire, it 
would also act as an excellent toxic for the 
prevention of dry rot. 


Designing the New Quetta,

ment, according to The Times, will be of an 
earthquake-proof character similar to that 
stipulated in the building by-laws of Cali- 
fornia. Recommendations to this effect were

would be essential for the future safety 
of the area. These factors have been allowed 
for in the building contracts, representing 
Rs.13,200,000 (£990,000), which have been 
allotted to military and civil contractors. 
Fire-resisting Empire Timbers. 

The Imperial Institute Advisory Committee 
on Timbers has been informed by the L.C.C. 
that two more Empire timbers submitted to 
that body by the Committee have been 
approved as fire-resisting materials which 
can now be used as building componentx 
under conditions applicable to oak, teak, 
jarrah, karri and other hardwoods. The two 
are Douglas fir from British Columbia and 
Keruing from Malaya. Empire timbers pre- 
viously approved by the L.C.C. at the sug- 
gestion of the Advisory Committee include 
African walnut, crabwood, Andaman padauk, 
Iroko, Mora, Andaman pyinma, Queensland 
maple, Red meranti, Pyinkado, Seccondee 
mahogany and English ash. Samples of the 
woods approved may be seen by those in- 
terested at the Imperial Institute, South Ken- 
sington, London, 8.W.7, where information 
regarding them may also be obtained. 


Charing Cross Bridge Report. 
The London and Home Counties Traffic 


Advisory Committee published on Wednes- 
day its report of its inquiry into the 
Charing Cross Bridge question. It appears 
that the Committee (a) recommends a road- 
bridge, (6) is of the opinion that the re- 
moval of Charing Cross Southern Railway 
station to the south side of the river is not 
a practical proposition, and {c) states that a 
tunnel cannot be regarded as an alternative 
to a road-bridge. We shall refer to this 
report more fully in a forthcoming issue.

“Jerry Building must End.” 

Sim,—I enclose a newspaper cutting under 
the above title, being part of a recent 
address by the President of the Amalgamated 
Union of Building Trade Workers. 

It is an extraordinary thing—coming from 
a section of the building trade—that the 
public should be warned about the shabby 
buildings which, we are told, ‘‘ an enormous 
number of house-purchasers know to their 
cost.’’ Apparently, the poor public has made 
bad bargains, and has not received good 
value for its money. If this is true, what 
is the cause? I cannot believe that we 
would have heard this tirade against rub- 
bishy building from this section of the 
building trade before the War, when a large 
proportion of houses was built by speculative 
builders. And there are many of us old 
enough to realise the irony that the criticism 
of to-day could have been said with justice 
thirty years ago. 

What would we think if motor-car manu- 
facturers told us that their cars were mean 
and rubbishy and that we would live to 
regret our purchases, or if shipbuilders held 
similar views about their ships? If the 
building trade had to meet foreign competi- 
tion for its houses, it is certain we would 
have been told that there was nothing in the 
world to touch the solid enduring qualities of 
the British house, built by British workmen! 
Do motor-car manufacturers, for instance, 
worry because they intend to place a better 
and cheaper car on the market next year’ 
Better still, do motorists worry when they 
make a big sacrifice and scrap their two-year- 
old car to buy the newer model?

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ROSE WINDOWS IN ENGLISH CHURCHES

The circular form was sometimes employed 
by Norman builders for windows in the body 
of the church, as in the c of South- 
well Minster, and in some cases a large, plain 
round window forms the central feature of a 
facade, as in the south transept of Canterbury 
Cathedral and the west front (restored) at 
— (Oxon). a ai ae a 

e geographi istribution e type 
facade een ee a round window for its 
central feature forms an interesting study. 
In the Romanesque architecture of western 
Europe we find two kinds of design for the 
facade of a church: (1) Windows with semi- 
circular heads are arranged singly or in groups 
above the entrance. This is the scheme 
adopted in basilicas of the Pisan group in 
Italy, in Germany, in the Low Countries and 
in Britain; (2) one circular window is made 


the central feature of the design. This is the 
type adopted in the Romanesque styles of 
Italy (in general), of France and of Spain, and 
it persisted through the later developments of 
Gothic in those countries. 
The characteristic facade of Norman 
churches in England belongs to the first of 
these classes, and examples of it are seen at 
Castle Rising (Norfolk), Portchester (Hants) 
and Stewkley (Bucks). The circular window 
as the msin feature of « trent is unuscal 
this country, though it occurs at the w 
end of Iffiey (Oxon), and at the east end of 
Barfreston (Kent), and of Castle Hedingham 
(Essex). In the later Gothic development 
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rose windows are rare, occurring chiefly as 
small lights at the ends of aisles or high up 
in gables. On the other hand, in French 
Gothic the great rosace ig a very noticeable 
feature, and scarcely a single typically French 
cathedral is without it in the west facade, 
or in the transept ends, or in both positions. 
The examples of rose-windows in transept 
fronts and on a large scale are found in this 
country at Westminster Abbey and Lincoln 
Cathedral, in the design of both churches 
French influence being very marked. 

The development of design in windows of 
the kind is again very interesting to follow 
out. In some Norman examples, as in the 
south transept of Canterbury and the west 
front of Iffiey (Oxon), the window is a plain 
circular opening with mouldings around it 
characteristic of the style. Such a feature 
might be made more ornate in two different 
ways. A circular space might be pierced with 
a number of smaller circular openings, pro- 
ducing a round window of plate tracery, as 
in the upper part of the west front of St. 
James's, Bristol (Fig. 1). Or a circular win- 
dow might be filled in with radiating shafts 
az at the east ends of Barfreston (Kent) 
(Fig. 2), and Castle Hedingham (Essex). A 
great Gothic window of this “‘ wheel” type 
occurs as the central feature of the east front 
of Durham Cathedral (Fig. 3). 

In the Decorated style of the fourteenth 
century, rose-windows took a more compli- 
cated and beautiful form through the mingling 
of radiating shafts with geometrical forms.

on a great e showing .tracery of this type. 
The Perpendicular style of the fifteenth cen 
tury, marked as it was by ct gpa of line 
in panelling and tracery, would seem a very 
unlikely style in which to find a rose window. 
Yet the east end of St. Margaret’s, King’s 
Lynn, has an example of a round window on 
a large scale, filled in with gridiron-like 
tracery characteristic of the style (Fig. 8). 


Other circular windows than those already 
referred to are smaller in scale and generally 
in less prominent itions. Some of these 
are simply cusped, like the cinquefoiled circle 
at the east end of Westwell (Oxon), and the 





sex-foiled circle over the north door at Uffing- 
ton (Berks). More elaborate are the cusped 
circles on the north side at Coltishall (Nor- 
folk) (Fig. 9), and at the west end of the 
south aisle at Houghton Regis (Beds) (Fig. 
10). At the east end of the north aisle at 
Lakenheath geome (Fig. 11) and on the 
south side at Berkeley (Gios.) (Fig. 12) are 
circular windows filled in with typical four- 
teenth-century tracery, while Wesirising 
(Norfolk) has at the west end of its south 
aisle an example which is unusual in having 
some of its tracery unpierced (Fig. 13). The 
window at the east end of the north aisle 
at Down Hatherley (Glos.) has graceful geo- 
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metrical . 14), and the little 
charch of Bradwell (Gul } has two with 
tracery of rather original form—one at the 
west end of each aisle (Figs. 15 and 16). 





A few towers are exceptional in having 
traceried circular windows, These at St. 
Mary’s, Beverley (Fig. 17), are all of one 
design, and occupy the stage below the belfry. 
Stratford-on-Avon church is peculiar in hav- 
ing the belfry-lights of its tower of this form, 
with a different design on each face (Fig. 18). 

Amongst the interesting localisms of West 
Norfolk is the fashion of making the side 
lights of a church porch of circular form. 

ese are usually of small size and are either 
cusped circles, as at Burnham Market, or a 
circle containing a quatrefoil, as at North 





Creake, Burnham Deepdale, Brancaster and 
Waterden. In a few cases, however, the cir- 
cular side light of the porch attains imposing 
dimensions and arrests the eye with its com- 
plex tracery. At Gooderstone are two fine 
examples with geometrical tracery (Fig. 19), 
and at Old Hunstanton the porch lights have 
tracery of the revolving wheel type, not un- 
common in Norfolk, and akin to the flam- 
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boyant work of the Continent (Fig. 20). It 
was another fashion of fourteenth-centary 
church builders of Norfolk to set large ciroular 
lights in the clerestory, alternating with the 
more usual two-light windows. Quatrefoiled 
cireles are employed in this manner at Gayton 
and Sheringham, but on a grander scale are 
the elaborately cusped cinquefoils within 
circles which form so notable a feature of the 
clerestories at Terrington St. John and Cley- 
next-the-Sea (Fig. 21). 

It may be noted, in conclusion, that church 
builders in Cumberland seem to have had an 
odd fancy for an oval window, traceried

Symbols for Designers. B ARNOLD 
Wurrticx. London : Crosby, wood & 
Son, Ltd. Price 12s. 6d. net. 

This handbook, intended for the use of 
architects, sculptors, and artists enerally, 
deals with the application of s Is and 
symbolism to design.

that modern architectural form relies on a 
minimum of ornament means that what 
ornament there is should be as telling as 
possible. Symbols, which Sir Herbert Baker 
calls ‘‘ the ing stones of primitive scien- 
tific thought,”’ are the natural and inherited 
medium for ornamentation—the connecting 
link which binds us io a tradition whose 
origin is lost in antiquity. 

_ The author, after Dialing with the subject 

im a general way, has adopted an alphabetical 

arrangement. hus, if information is re- 

qu as to the history of, say, the Swas- 
tika, or the Unicorn, one has only to look 
them up as in a glossary, and one is given, 
so far as is known, the origin, and the sub- 
sequent history and uses of the symbol in 
question. The author suggests that symbol- 
ism, being unconscious in its origin, must 
satisfy some instinctive tendency, and he con- 
siders it to be an expression of man’s adap- 
tation to his environment. Architecture 

he calls ‘‘ a symbolic expression of life; if a 

new style is to evolve from the denuded 

building of to-day, it must consequently 

evolve’ as symbolism.’’ This character in a 

building may, as the author shows, take a 

vague and generalised form, such as the 

repose expressed in the lines of a Greek 
temple, or the cruciform plan and soaring 
aspiration of the Gothic epoch. More appro- 
priate to the modern commercial building is 
the more definite s standing for the 
activity carried on, such as the Pheenix for 
an assurance company, or the Serpent of 

Meculapius for a medical school, 80 on. 

This book can be thoroughly recommended 

to those interested in the subject. It con- 

tains fifteen full plates, a large number of 
figures in the text, and is fully indexed. 


Report of the Town and Country Planning 
Summer School, Oxford. September 23 to 
30, 1934.

LXXXVIII.—WHAT IS ARCHITECTURE? 


“That the qualities of natural building 
construction, composition and historical con- 
tinuity, which embrace fine architecture, are 
not ade y served by the Modernist 
school of design.” 


Sm,—In the above interesting discussion I 
feel sure there will be many who agree with 
** Positive’’ in his contention that it is no 
small part of the modern movement that 
manners should be strange and without prece- 
dent. On the other hand, I cannot help feel- 
ing that this is a fault that must quickly 
cure itself of its own accord, for there is no 
shallower reservoir of inspiration than the 
search for new expression. The thing that 
looks smart and new this year will look 
common and tawdry next year, in company 
with its duplicates, unless there is something 
fundamental in it beyond its mere “new- 
ness.”” I think the evidence is all towards 
the fact that there has been a vast amount 
of nonsense about the modern movement, and 
that it has already found itself out. But I 
am not prepared to say that there has been 
no virtue in it, because I think here also the 
evidence would not support such a conten- 
tion. In fact, it is with the traditional school 
that I seem to trace most of the healthy influ- 
ence of the modern school, in the way of « 
general simplification of design and an aban- 
donment of irrelevant and fussy detail. [I 
have every confidence, therefore, that, one of 
these days, ‘“‘Positive’’ and ‘Negative’ may 
find themselves comfortably settled in one 
tent.

CONVERSION OF HOUSES INTO FLATS: 
MODIFICATION OF RESTRICTIVE 
COVENANTS. 


It is very necessary for those undertaking 
the conversion of houses into flats to consider 
the proper procedure to be followed where 
the pro; is subject to restrictive coven- 
ants, and > BoP attention may be called 
to a recent decision in the High Court in the 
case In re — Flats, Ltd. (Weekly 
Notes, August 15) 

The appellants had acquired a house, No. 
10, Spencer Park, Wandsworth Common, in 
May, 1934, at a sum of £2,000 for the pur- 
pose of converting it into flats. The work of 
conversion was in June, 1934, and 
completed in the following September at a 
cost of £5,320, and the first tenant of one of 
the flats had taken ion on October 1, 
1934. The sis ve 3 was subject to restric- 
tions of an equitable character arising under 
a building scheme, amongst them a covenant 
not to permit the house to be used otherwise 
than as a private residence. The owners of 
two adjoining houses, Nos. 9 and 11, had 
made protests to a committee in control of 
a central a and to the original coven- 
antee, and to the appellants’ foreman, but 
had taken no formal steps until October 9, 
1935, when their solicitors wrote to the appel- 
lants stating that they had been instructed 
to take proceedings for an injunction to 
restrain the breach of covenant, or alterna- 
tively for damages, but at the same time they 
drew attention to the fact that in the case 
of another house in Spencer Park an appli- 
cation had been e in similar circum- 
stances under section 84 of the Law of 
Property Act, 1925, to an official arbitrator 
to obtain modification of the covenants to 
allow conversion into flats, and it was sug- 
gested that this course might be followed in 
this case. On December 5, 1935, the present 
appellants applied to the official arbitrator to 
modify the restrictions under section 84 of 
the Law of Property Act and on June 8, 
1936. the arbitrator made an award modifying 
or discharging some of the restrictions and 
awarding £200 to each of the adjoining 
owners, hereinafter called “‘ the objectors.” 


This appeal was then made to the High 
Court as against the award of these two sums 
to the adjoining owners. The grounds upon 
which the appeal was based were that, as 
these were not legal, but only equitable 
restrictions, the objectors had lost their rights 
to take the objections by their own delay in 
taking any steps as regards the restrictions, 


as a court of equity would not enforce their 
objections. 


Before giving the decision of the Court 
we must draw attention to the very im- 
portant observations of the Court on the 
correct procedure to be adopted in such 
cases which were made with a view to 
future cases. The Court pointed out that 
it was obvious that the official arbitrators 
were not intended to be a tribunal to deal 
with questions of law; and for this reason 
machinery had been provided by sub-section 
(2) of section 84 by which the Court might 
be asked, on the application of any person 
interested, to determine (amongst other 
matters) whether restrictions are in any 
case enforceable and by whom, although 
under that sub-section it is not made 
umperative for the arbitrator to adjourn 
the case pending ‘the hearing of any 
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such questions by the Court, yet, when a 
question of law is seriously raised before 
him such as to whether the objectors have 
lost their right to enforce the restrictions, 
the arbitrator would be very unwise. to. 


abstain from requiring that question (if it. 
was serious and not frivolous), to be rai 
before the Court, and the Court, if an 


application had been made to the arbitrator 
in proper form to adjourn to enable such 
question to be determined, would, if the 
application had not been complied with, feel 
bound to send the case back to the arbitra- 
tor with a direction to permit of the legal 
question being determined under the 
section. In this particular case, however, 
although it was said that the point was 
raised by counsel that the objectors had 
lost their equitable rights, it was held that no 
suggestion appeared to have been made that 
the point was one of such moment that it 
should be determined by the appropriate 
tribunal. 


On the evidence, the Court came to the 
conclusion that there was sufficient evidence 
before the arbitrator to justify him in 
awarding the two sums he had to the objec- 
tors, and not sufficient evidence to justify 
him, or for the Court itself to hold, that 
the delay had made the least difference in 
the amount of the damage which the 
arbitrator on the evidence had felt to be 
satisfactorily proved. The appeal was con- 
sequently dismissed, but the Court pointed 
out that the award, which was framed in 
the form authorised by the rules, became in- 
operative if the appellants abstained from 
aying the two sums awarded (the costs had 

n paid and there was no objections raised 
to the other details of the award), but the 
costs of this appeal must be paid by the 
appellants and the time for payment was 
extended, thus, leaving it open to the 
appellants, if they adopted this course, to 
bring an action on the covenants. 


REPAIR OF ROAD SUBSTITUTED FOR 
FOOTPATH. 


Some interesting points were argued in the 
recent case, Stockwell v. Southgate Corpora- 
tion (2 All, E.R. 1343), in relation to a road 
which had beea laid out by private persons 
under agreement with the local authority. 
This to some extent incorporated a footpath, 


- except as to one portion, where the footpath 


had been dive and turned into the new 
road, but the only point material to the 
final decision was a preliminary point as to 
whether the case was a proper case in which 
to seek a declaration from the Court. 

In the years 1910 and 1911, the then Urban 
District Council had purchased a portion of 
an estate from the owners through which a 
footpath ran, admittedly senaiadie by the 
inhabitants at large, but it was a condition 
of the purchase that ‘the vendors, their 
heirs, executors and assigns should lay out, 
form and make fit for vehicular traffic ” cer- 
tain roads. It was in relation to one of these 
that the present dispute arose, as it was 
agreed that the Council should, at the 
vendor’s expense, but with a limit of £50, 
procure the diversion of the said footpath into 
a portion of one of the new roads. e steps 
necessary to procure this diversion under the 
Highways Act, 1835, and the provisions of the 
diversion order, had been taken, except the 
approval after completion by two justices. 

Houses had been built abutting upon this 
— of the road into which the Footpath 

ad been diverted, but at the date when the 
dispute arose no formal notices had been 
served upon the frontagers that the road was 
to be made up by the local authority, though 
an informal intimation had been given that 
it was proposed to take this step, and two of 
the frontagers had at once taken steps to ob- 
tain from the Court a declaration that the 
whole of that part of the road into which the 
footpath had diverted was a highway 
repairable by the inhabitants at large, but 
‘with regard to the other portion of ‘the new 
road it was admitted by the local authority 
that the portion which represented the old 
footpath remained repairable by the inhabi- 
tants at large. 

This is only a very brief statement of some 
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of the facts, since it is unnecessary to go 
into detail, the preliminary point decided 
disposing of the case. The Court, without 
going so far as to hold, as was contended 
by counsel for the plaintiffs, that by reason 
of the Private Street Works Act, 1892, the 
Court had no jurisdiction at all to make the 
declaration sought, yet held that this was not 
a proper case in which to make the declara- 
tion, as the matter in question could be 
adequately dealt with under the Private 
Street Works Act, section 7, paragraphs (a) 
and (b). The objections under those’ para- 
graphs were (a) that an alleged street or part 
of a street is not or does not form part of 
a street within the meaning of this Act; and 
paragraph (b) that a street or part of a 
street is, in whole or in part, repairable by 
the inhabitants at large. It was pointed out 
that there would be certain disadvantages 
in dealing with such a matter on the appli- 
cation of one or two of the frontagers when 
the whole of the frontagers were affected 
without being represented, 

One other point may be mentioned. It was 
argued that this was a question which would 
affect the whole country, and the Attorney- 
General should be made a party to the action 
as it arose in connection with a highway, 
but the Court held that the rule that 
the Attorney-General must be a _ party, 
only applies where the whole country is 
affected but the person who makes the claim 
is not peculiarly affected. The plaintiffs here 
were peculiarly affected, as if the highway 
were not repairable by the inhabitants at 
large, but came within the Private Street 
Works Act, by the obligation imposed under 
that Act the value of the land in the market 
would be diminished by the charge likely to 
be imposed upon it. 

The Court expressed an opinion on some of 
the questions raised as to the status of the 
road in question, but we refrain from any 
comment om these points, as this question 
may come before another tribunal if action 
is taken under the Private Street Works

A RIBBON DEVELOPMENT CASE. 


Bucks C.C. v. Irene M. Rebbetts. 

A case under the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development Act was heard by the Slough 
magistrates on July 31, when Irene Mildred 
Rebbetts, proprietress of the Lakeside Café, 
on the Colnbrook By-pass, was summoned for 
erecting a building within 220 ft. of the 

ublic highway without the consent of the 
focal authority.

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STEEL FRAME BUILDINGS 


A NEW BASIS OF DESIGN 


RECOMMENDATIONS for rules for the design 
of multi-story steel-frame buildings, such as 
large offices, hotels and modern blocks of 
flats, resulting from 64 years of research, and 
of a much more exact character than those 
based on existing methods, are embodied in 
the Third and Final Report of the Steel 
Structures Research Committee of 
Department of Scientific 
Research.* The Report extends to nearly 
600 pages, and is one of the most voluminous 
the Department has issued. The actual 
recommendations for design, reprinted from 
the full report, are obtainable at a cost of 6d. 

When the Committee was first formed in 
1929, the rules governing the use of steel in 
buildings were so chaotic that the first task 
the Committee undertook was to draw up 
recommendations for a new Code of Practice 
based on the knowledge then existing. This 
Code was embodied in the first Report of 
the Committee and was adopted practically 
unchanged by the London County Council 
and other authorities. The putting in force 
of the Committee’s recommendations has led 
to a reduction amounting to as much as 20 
per cent. in the cost of steelwork required in 
the type of building with which their work 
dealt. With the publication of its Final 
Report, the Committee has achieved its chief 
objective, namely, the formulation of new 
vou of design of a much more rational 
character than those at present employed. 

The Committee points out that the objec- 
tions to the present system of design are 
inherent in .the assumption that the 
horizontal beams in a steel-frame building 
are freely hinged (pin-jointed) to the upright 
steel columns or stanchions. This assump- 
tion, while facilitating the calculations, has 
been shown by experiments, both in the 
laboratory ian on existing buildings at 
various stages of their erection, to give only 
an approximation to the forces acting on the 
steel frame, The beams and stanchions are 
in practice usually connected by brackets 
attached to the top and bottom of the beams, 
and the problem before the Committee has 
been to take into proper account the rigidity 
of these connections and the continuity they 
impose on the structure, having regard to 
the various types of connections in use and 
their different degrees of rigidity. 

As a start in the research work, the Report 
continues, ‘‘ an examination was made of the 
design methods commonly used in practice 
to-day. The validity of the methods was then 
investigated and the defects in them ascer- 
tained by tests carried out on an experimental 
frame and later on a number of actual build- 
ings. From the results of these tests and of 
laboratory work it was found possible to 
evolve a means of mathematical analysis 
which enabled an accurate estimate to be 
made of the stress distribution in any frame 
under any loading system. The basis of a 
rational design method was thus obtained. 
Our task, however, extended beyond this. 
The condition under which these structures 
are designed in ordinary practice necessitates 
a simple set of rules which can be applied 
quickly with a minimum of calculation. The 
preparation of such rules from the data 
collected, without the introduction of ques- 
tionable simplification, has been the hardest 
task. Although the scientific research 
directed to the determination of the 
behaviour of a steel frame under load was 
arduous and not without its difficulties, it 
was, relatively speaking, straightforward. 
And from the picture so formed it was com- 
paratively easy to envisage in outline a 
method of design. The difficulty was so to 
develop the method as to render it easy of 
adoption in design offices. The first outline 
method was, as might have been expected, 
quite outside the scope of the ordinary 
designer working under everyday conditions. 
A process of filling in and of simplifying had 
to be undertaken. This has entailed much 
hard work in collaboration with practising

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designers. At one stage, it appeared indeed 
that the sacrifices os sum — — be 
sO great as to o new 
well A halt hed te te cama The draft 
rules as presented are, we believe, in as 
acceptable a form as it is ible, in the 
circumstances, to uce. ey have been 
tried out in sev design offices, and so far 
as can be foreseen cover all practical condi- 
tions. This does not mean that in the course 
of time small points will not be found which 
are not specifically dealt with in the rules, 
but bearing m mind the rational basis on 
which the rules are founded, we are confident 
that any amplifications that may become 
necessary can readily be made.” 

It would appear that the new rules should 
lead to a reduction in the amount of steel re- 
quired in the beam sections, but that the 
stanchion sections will in some cases be in- 
creased. If, however, the rules are intelli- 
gently applied, the Committee consider that 
it is unlikely that this increase will be serious. 
The most unfavourable loading conditions 
which can arise in a building are assumed, and 
each stanchion is designed so that it can safely 
carry the forces applied to it under these 
conditions. The tables and curves given are 
so arranged that the applied loads can be 
doubled before the yield stress in the 
material is reached. Dealing with the allow- 
ance to be made to floor loads, the Report 
states that the way is open for their reduc- 
tion as soon as experience of the new desi 
method and more conclusive evidence of the 
magnitude of the real loads are obtained. 
Such a reduction would bring with it con- 
siderable economy of material. It could be 
made with confidence under the new design 
rules, whereas under those existing the point 
has been reached beyond which any reduction 
in assumed loads cannot be recommended. 
The new rules are directly applicable to 
frames in which the connections are made by 
welding. 

“We have been urged,”’ the Committee 
state, ‘‘ by the British Steelwork Association 
to give consideration to the effect on the 
strength of beams and stanchions of the con- 
crete casing, and we have included some 
allowance for the casing in the new rules. 
Whilst we would be prepared to concede an 
allowance for the concrete casing of beams de- 
signed under the existing Code of Practice, 
this allowance would be so small as hardly to 
justify amendment of the Code. Although we 
recognise that the casing of the stanchions 
contributes to the strength, we cannot re- 
commend any allowance for stanchions de- 
signed under the existing Code for the reasons 
indicated above, that such stanchions in 
multi-story buildings are already highly 
stressed under full test. loads.’’ e Com- 
mittee have also given consideration to the 
methods to be employed in designing frames 
to withstand horizontal wind pressure, and 
have considered it advisable to recommend 
that in frames with semi-rigid beam-to-stan- 
chion connections wind bracing should be 
supplied. In the majority of buildings the 
floor slabs and walls form quite adequate 
bracing. In the unsual cases where such 
bracing is not supplied, it is believed that a 
more satisfactory and economical building 
will result if special frames are provided to 
take care of the wind loads than if the re- 
sponsibility is left to that part of the frame 
(with semi-rigid connections) primarily con- 
cerned with vertical loads. 

As explained in the first Report of the 
Committee, the work was originally initiated 
by the British Steelwork Association, which 
has made substantial contributions to its cost. 
Most of the actual investigations were con- 
ducted by Professor C. Batho, of the Univer- 
sity of Birmingham, and Professor J. 
Baker, at one time Technical Officer of the 
Committee, and now a Professor of Bristol 
University. Both Professor Batho and Pro-

MISREPRESENTATIONS 
AND SALES OF PROPERTY 


Tuerg have been several decisions in the 
Courts recently as to the effect of misrepre- 
sentations, innocent or otherwise, made in the 
course of negotiations for the sale of property, 
and their effect on the transaction and the 
remedies open to the jes. The latest case 
is London County Freehold and Leasehold 
Properties, Ltd. v. Berkele oe acs ae In- 
vestment Company, Ltd. ia All E.R. 1039). 
The plaintiffs were considering the purchase 
of certain large blocks of flats in St. John’s 
Wood, and a material element in the purchase 
was the revenue obtained from the rents of 
the flats. The plaintiffs had been furnished 
by representatives of the defendant company 
with particulars of the flats let and_ those 
which were vacant, and the rent roll was 
shown in all to be £80,165 in respect of 416 
flats. 

The plaintiffs, on November 25, 1932, had 
made an offer for the property of £611,000, 
subject to contract, but before signing the 
draft contract sent to them they thought it 
necessary to ask the specific question : “‘ Are 
all the rents paid punctually and without dis- 

ate?’’ This question was written in red 
ink on the draft, and the answer written in 
green ink was: “‘ There are no disputes, and 
rents are paid punctually with very few im- 
material exceptions.”’ 

This answer was signed ‘“‘ A. C. N. Dixey,”’ 
who was the managing director of the Com- 
pany and also its solicitor, but he had a 

rge staff under him and another solicitor, 
Mr. De Rees, who at all material times, was 
managing conveyancing clerk to Mr. Dixey, 
and it was ascertained later that in fact it 
was Mr. De Rees who signed it, after con- 
sultation with a Mr. Addis, who was the 
property manager. It appears that it was the 
atter official who was really responsible for 
the mis-statement, but before the trial he was 
ill and his evidence was only taken on com- 
mission, but at the trial both Mr. Dixey and 
Mr. De Rees admitted that had their know- 
ledge been what it then was, they would not 
have answered the question as it had been 
answered. It is impossible here to go into the 
details of this matter, but on the appeal Lord 
Justice Slesser said the facts sorte | the ques- 
tion whether where the agent who made the 
statement believed it to be true at the time 
he made it (that was the ition of Mr. De 
Rees), but his informant, Mr. “Addis, though 
he knew the statement to be untrue, did not 
make the representation to the plaintiffs, could 
the company be found liable for fraud when 
the elements of the fraud had to be collected 
from different agents of the company ? 

Before going further, it is necessary to 
state what the mi tation amounted to, 
and the effect of the judgment in the court 
below. The learned judge had found that in 
eleven cases the rents were not paid promptly, 
and that the actual loss through failure of 
payments, put at the highest, would not be 
more than £875 per annum, and that the 
statement that the rents were paid punctually 
and without dispute was untrue, and he gave 
judgment for the plaintiffs on the ground that 
there had been a breach of a collateral 
warranty given in the terms of the answers 
to the question (collateral because in the final 
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terse as ee between the partic; 
ere was no mention of punctual payment o{ 
rents), and he took the view that the eleven 
cases amounted to more than “‘ very few anc 
immaterial exceptions,” but he held there wa: 
no fraud. The damages he awarded were 
£6,700. The defendants appealed against this 
judgment, and there was a cross appeal by 
the plaintiffs that the judge’s finding as to 
no fraud should be reversed and that ther: 
should be judgment for the plaintiffs on that 
issue for £21,453. 


Haying as briefly as ible set out the 
facts of the case, we will now endeavour to 
indicate the principles applied to those facis 
by the Court of Appeal. The Court held that 
the Court below was wrong in holding that 
there had been a breach of a collatera! 
warranty, and for the following reasons :—To 
establish a collateral contract it is necessary 
(Per Lord Moulton in 

but Symons and Co. v. Buckleton (1913, 
A.C.) ). A “‘ warranty ’’ is ap agreement 
which refers to the subject matter of a con- 
tract, but not being an essential part of the 
contract, either intrinsically or by ement, 
is collateral to its main purpose (Per Lord 
Haldane in Dawsons, Lim. v. Bonnin (1922, 
A.C. 413); but in this case no subsidiary con- 
tract was ever made between the parties, and 
there was evidence that the parties never in- 
tended to enter into any contract other than 
the direct agreement to purchase, and the 
answer in question was given in the course 
of negotiations in relation to that contract 
alone, and the position was made clear by 
answers given the plaintiffs in cross- 
examination, for it was clearly indicated by 
them that if the answer had been unsatis- 
factory it was very doubtful whether they 
would have proceeded further in the matter. 


It may also be noticed that according to the 
judgment of Lord Justice Romer, the offer 

ad been made “subject to verification,” 
and the answer had been given in connection 
with attempts to obtain this. Before leaving 
this first — we may point out that stress 
was laid by the Court on the expression in 
the answer that rents were paid : 
few immaterial exceptions.”’ ‘‘ Few ”’ they 
might have been, as that would depend upon 
the amount of the rents in the case of those 
in default, but the word immaterial suggested 
that they might be disregarded. We may 
note here that in cases where the contract 
was still executory an answer of this 
description would have afforded a ground for 
rescission, but in the case under consideration 
the contract had been executed. 

The next question was that which we 
mentioned earlier in this article in stating the 
facts : Could the company be found guilty of 
fraud when the elements of fraud had to be 
collected from the act of different agents of 
the company? This question was answered in 
the affirmative by the Court of Appeal on the 
authority of Pearson (S.) and Son, Ltd. v. 
Dublin Corporation (1907, A.C. 351), where 
it was laid down by Lord Loreburn that the 
principal and agent are one, and it does not 
signify which of them made the incriminated 
statement or which of them possessed the 
guilty knowledge. 


The only two questions remaining were 
whether under the circumstances the mis- 
representation amounted to fraud, and the 
question of damages; and the Court of og 
held that when once it was found that Mr 
Addis had stated that which was untrue to 
his knowledge to Mr. De Rees, and Mr. De 
Rees, albeit innocently, used that untrue 
material information to induce the plaintiff 
company to act to their own detriment, the 
defendant company were guilty of fraudulent 
misrepresentation. An inquiry was ordered as 
to damages, with a_ direction that the 
damage would be the difference between the 
£611,000 paid for the property and the 
amount which the plaintiffs would have paid 
had they known the actual circumstances 10 
regard to the eleven flats; the amount ©!

MORE ABOUT RECURRING DEFECTS —Ix 


By J. R. TAYLOR 


A SPECIFICATION FOR REPAIRS— 
(Continued). 

Wuen drawing up a _ specification for 
internal repairs it is usual to start with the 
top rooms. Sometimes the architect will 
identify them by referring to compass points, 
and the estimating builders are asked to fiud 
the ‘* North-west Bedroom, Second Floor,”’ 
and so on, which, by the time they have 
travelled the corrudors, may be very con- 
iusing. If the house be small, it is better to 
refer to ‘‘ Bedroom over Dining Room ”’; if 
it be large, the best plan is temporarily to 
number the rooms, using small scraps of 
drawing paper, and the very cheap form of 
drawing pins. Though it is usual to start 
with the top rooms, it would, more often than 
not, be much better to start with the roof 
space above them. The specification might 
read : “ Provide temporary lighting and lay 
down temporary boarding in roof space, for 
the protection of the ceilings below. Renew 
all defective torching to underside of tiles, 
using well-haired mortar made up freshly 
with hot lime. Thoroughly clean out cold- 
water storage tank, and repair (or renew) 
cover. Clean, regulate and rewasher ball- 
cock. Lift the sagged cold-feed pipes and 
place on suitable board. Extend the walk 
boarding to give easy access to all parts of 
the roof interior. Clear out all fallen mortar 
or other rubbish, and remove all dust by 
means of a vacuum cleaner.”’ To nearly every 
roof-space the writer has visited—and they 
are many—these items would apply, for dirt 
is there allowed to accumulate in houses that 
are otherwise kept scrupulously clean. 


Cold Storage Tank. 

Before leaving the roof space, consideration 
might often with advantage be given to the 
position of the cold-water storage tank, both 
in relation to the possible effects of frost, and 
to the effective head of water available for 
the domestic hot-water supply. It may be 
very well worth while to place it against the 
wall carrying the flue from the kitchen fire- 
place, and to lift it a few feet. Three or four 
feet of additional head will much improve the 
flow at the hot tap of a bath, and the heat 
given off from the flue may be just sufficient 
to prevent the worst effects of an exception- 
ally severe frost. If the cold feed be fitted 
with a stop-cock, it should be ascertained 
that this is not of a pattern that will reduce 
the rate of flow. Cocks of screw-down 
pattern do not, as a rule, permit a flow equal 
to their nominal bore; and if they are pre- 
ferred to a full-way plug-cock, then they 
should either be of the gate-valve pattern, or 
be of larger nominal size than that of the 
pipe to which they are fitted. It is not 
desirable that they should have loose keys, 
which may be difficult to find in emergency. 


Attics. 

In earlier times attics usually served as 
bedrooms for servants, tank rooms for the 
large cisterns conserving soft water, and as 
lumber rooms to which furniture or other 
articles not in use but deemed to be worth 
saving were stored. In some cases they were 
made use of as workrooms, or places in which 
to cultivate a hobby. On account of the 
absence of fireplaces, and because they are 
not in daily use, there is often a damp feeling 
and musty smell about them, and the plaster- 
ing is found to be in poor condition. Some- 
times, if lit by dormer windows, it is found 
that through prolonged neglect the opening 
lights would fall apart if forced open. It is 
not often that a specification for repairs will 
demand more than that the ceilings be 
whitened and the walls colour washed. But 
now that portable electric fires are almost 
everywhere available, it may often be worth 


while to convert at least one room into a place 
where home studies can be carried on in quiet 
comfort. 


First-floor Fireplaces. 

It is very often found to be desirable to 
take out a bedroom fireplace of old-fashioned 
type and put in something more modern, in 
which the fire will rest on the hearth. This 
should never be done without taking up the 
old hearth as a precaution against fire. When 
the house was built under the supervision of 
an architect, or by a first-class builder, a 
brick trimmer arch would usually be put in 
to carry the hearth, which might be a stone 
flag or a slate slab. But very often it is 
found, in quite good-class houses, that board- 
ing takes the place of a trimmer arch, and 
that the space between the boarding and the 
slab is filled with sand. In some cases it is 
found that swept-up loose mortar shavings, 
and bits of wood, have been used instead of 
sand; and quite often that in course of time 
the packing or filling has contracted and left 
spaces into which ashes or coal dust are col- 
lected. At all events, on very many occa- 
sions, when a new fireplace has been fixed 
fire has started below the hearth. Fire may 
also take hold behind skirtings that are 
plugged round chimney breasts carrying flues 
from fireplaces below. 


Sweep Chimneys. 

A specification for general repairs should 
always require the sweeping of all chimneys, 
even where it is quite obvious that some of 
the flues are but rarely used. It may be that 
in emergency, when a fire is wanted, it will 
be found that a flue is choked with birds’ 
nests. Sometimes birds will return to the 
same chimney and nest there year after year, 
and an incredibly large amount of material 
may accumulate. 


Sash Windows. 

A great many people prefer the sash win- 
dow to casement windows, and particularly 
so for bedrooms, on account of being able to 
leave the top sash a little open in wet weather 
by reason of the shelter afforded by the 
window head or eaves overhang. But the 
opposed merits and demerits of the sash or 
casement have been the subject of much con- 
troversy, in which we have no present inten- 
tion of taking part. A point that should 
have attention is that while some sashes re- 
quire new cords every few years, others of 
no greater weight, and subjected to quite as 
hard usage, appear to have cords that last 
for very many years. In a house built in 
1902, though there is nothing of very special 
quality about the cords, not one of them has 
yet broken. When sashes are hung, attention 
should be paid to several points. The sash 
pulleys should be well finished and have 
wheels with grooves in which the cord will 
lie without rubbing. If cast-iron weights are 
used, the eyelets should be filed smooth. A 
nice balance should be preserved, and this 
will be attained by obedience to the following 
rule: Let the combined weight of the sash- 
weights used for the top sash be about 2 Ib. 
heavier than the glazed sash; let those for 
the bottom sash be 2 Ib. lighter than the 
sash. Should it become necessary to ease 
sashes they should be treated gently, no more 
wood being removed than is strictly neces- 
sary. They should be painted with quick- 
drying paint or varnish, and be lightly sand- 
papered before being put back into the 
frames. For very heavy sashes, glazed with 
plate glass, chains and special pulleys should 
be used; but for all ordinary domestic build- 
ings, if proper attention is paid to fit and 
balance, with ordinary good quality pulleys 
and cords, the sashes will be found to work 








easily and give no trouble. In 9-in. walls 
a sash wi 2 pert Sed in. sashes in 


inch linings will ly be flush with the 
-ewpong ve ing; but with 2-in. sashes and 
l1j-in. linings they become too proud, and 
unless the architraves are rebated, as with 
bolection mouldings, it becomes difficult to 
obtain a satisfactory finish. Despite all this, 
sashes should be 2 in., and the outside linings 
not less than ljin. And on no account 
should horns to both top and bottom sashes 
be omitted. 


Casement Windows. 

The life of a wooden casement is mainly 
dependent on good hinging and the fitting of 
really efficient stays. A stay dependent for 
ite attachment to the casement on two }-in. 
screws cannot be regarded as satisfactory. 
Too much importance 1s attached to the stays 
being adjustable through a long range of 
openings, and when this is obtained by drill- 
ing (or casting) numerous holes in the stay-bar, 
breakages are of frequent occurrence. Th 
the hinging which permits the outside of 
glass to be cleaned from the inside has advan- 
tages, it is apt to be very unsatisfactory in 
its cheaper forms. 

More often than not casement windows are 
so fixed as to require window bottoms of 
some width, and though many materials have 
been tried, they all in this position have some 
disadvantages. Timber is apt to warp when 
the window is on the sunny side. Tiles come 
loose and require considerable skill in refixing. 
Plate glass with und edges is reasonably 
satisfactory, unti iemuiedy thoughtlesaly 
stands on it. Pressed steel has come into use, 
but has yet to be proved by time. There is, 
in addition, the question of what to do with 
the internal reveals to be faced. Wood linings 
probably stand up to hard wear better than 
most other finishings, but they are not te 
everybody’s taste. Cement angles coloured 
with the general plastering are often pre- 
ferred. But in these articles we are not so 
much concerned with questions of taste as 
stability, and consequently must vote for the 
wood lining. It certainly simplifies matters 
where the rooms are papered and not colour 
washed. 


Metal Casements. 

With a first-class metal casement one may 
make a first-class job; but though mass pro- 
duction has placed at our esol metal case- 
ments that are wonderfully good value for 
money, they stop short of perfection. It is 
not easy to make a good job of fixing a metal 
casement without providing for it a wooden 
frame or surround. And the speed with 
which building work is carried out has not 
made it any easier. Metal casements will 
stand up to a certain amount of rough usage. 
but distortion leade to other troubles, and 
they are difficult to repair. Some of the 
manufacturers have realised that it is worth 
while to issue fixing instructions, but they do 
not accompany every consignment. ‘They 
should !
